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The proposed amendments to claims 48, 50, and 54, filed 
after the final rejection on Jun. 12, 2007, replacing the 
limitation "linking group comprises S, 0, N or S0 2 " with 
-- linking group comprises an aliphatic group,. an aromatic group 
or S0 2 --/ raise new issues. The amendment raises a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, for lack of an adequate 
written description of the limitation "linking group comprises 
. . . an amine" (emphasis added) . As noted by applicants in the 
response filed on Jun. 12, 2007, page 13, the originally filed 
specification at page 11, lines 22-24, discloses that the Z 
linking group can be an aryl group, which "may . . . include any 
combination of the above aryl groups bonded together either by a 
bond (as in biphenyl group) or by a linking group (as in 
stilbenyl, diphenylsulf one, an arylamine group)." The 
limitation "linking group comprises ... an amine" (emphasis 
added) recited in proposed amended claims 48, 50, and 54 is 
broader than the originally disclosed amine linking group in an 
arylamine group. The claim language "comprises" is open and 
does not limit the amine to be directly bonded to either of the 
two phenylene groups; but includes groups where the amine is not 
directly bonded to either of the phenylene groups, such as 

- (C 6 H 4 ) -O- (CH 2 ) 3-NH- (CH 2 ) 3 -0- (C 6 H 4 ) - . 
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2. The examiner's refusal to enter the amendment filed after 
the final rejection mailed on Apr. 13, 2007, renders applicants' 
arguments regarding said amendment moot. ' Accordingly, the 
objection to the specification and rejection of claims 48, 50, 
and 54 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, stand. 

Applicants' arguments regarding the limitation "linking 
group comprises . . . S0 2 " in previously filed claims 48, 50, 
and 54 are not persuasive for the reasons discussed in the final 
rejection, which are incorporated herein by reference.
